John L. Bates, who took as a 
text of his remarks, “All great influ- 
ences are anchored in some great 
event of the past.” He illustrated this 
by citing the Civil War and from that 
history had been made for the benefit 
of mankind. 

“All thoughtful Masons have asked 
themselves what is Masonry for and 
why am I a Mason,” said Prof. Roscoe 
Pound. He referred to the beginning 
of Masonic history and spoke of the 
teachings of the order as well as what 
jt had accomplished. 

Ex-Gov. Guild related several anec- 
dotes and then spoke of the lesson of 
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the season, of St. John the Baptist 
and St. John the Evangelist. He al- 
luded to many old traditions and cus- 
toms of the past. All these, he said, 
symbolized life and light to men, and 
led to a more lofty and noble testi- 
mony of Christiar character. 

Deputy Grand Master Gibbs pre- 
sented to Grand Master Johnson a 
large bouquet which had adorned the 
main table and was the gift of Moni- 
tor Lodge of Waltham, to which the 
grand master belongs. 

The exercises of this remarkably

The Temple 


. Freemasons’ Hall, Great Queen Street, London 
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HE meeting of the ‘United 
Grand Lodge” of England held 
wy Wednesday, December 3d was 
#4 an occasion of extraordinary 
interest and attracted an attendance 
far beyond the capacity of ‘‘Freema- 
sons Hall.” The hour of opening was 
six o’clock but there was a crowd in 
waiting as early as four o’clock. 
Long before six o’clock notices 
were posted outside the Temple 
that no more Brethren could be ad- 
mitted. 

The special interest in the meeting 
was created by the report of a special 
committee of the Board of General 
Purposes in which they recommend 
important changes in the Constitu- 
tion. The Grand Lodge of England 
is an unwieldy body with a mem- 
bership of “over 40,000 of whom 
only an extremely small propor- 
tion can possibly be present at 
the same time.” A remedy is pro- 
posed, which, by some of the breth- 
ren, is looked upon as too radical— 
much stress being given to the short 
time the lodges would have to con- 
sider the changes before action would 
be taken. This objection was removed 
by extending the time for considera- 
tion to three months. 

There can be no question of the 
benefit of reducing membership in the 
Grand Lodge so that the whole body 
could be represented at one time, but 
regarding the method to be employed 
to accomplish this end, we would not 
think of expressing an opinion. Our 
especial interest in the meeting is 
found in the “Message from the 
Throne,” as the address of the Grand 
Master is termed. We infer that 
great respect is shown by our English 
Brethren to the station of Grand 
Master whether the grand master is 
present or not, for according to “The 
Freemason,” “the minutes having 
heen taken as read the Brethren 
stosd to order while the Grand Secre- 
tary read the following message from 

the Grand Master.” Then follows an 
announcement that must make every 
genuine Mason throughout the world 
rejoice, viz., the establishment of a 


Grand Lodge in France with which 
regular Grand Lodges every where can 
establish fraternal relations as it is 
built on those principles which are 
regarded as fundamental in genuine 
Freemasonry—We quote from ‘The 
Freemason :” 

“Tt is with deep satisfaction that I 
find myself able to signalize the aus- 
Picious occasion of the Centenary of 
the Union by an announcement which 
will, Iam convinced, cause true rejoic- 
ing throughout the Craft. A body of 
Freemasons in France, confronted by 
a positive prohibition on the part of 
the Grand Orient to work in the name 
of the G. A. O. U., have, in fidelity to 
their Masonic pledges, resolved to up- 
hold the true principles and tenets of 
the Craft, and have united several 
Lodges as the Independent and regu- 
lar National Grand Lodge of France 
and of the French Colonies. This new 
body has approached me with the re- 
quest that it may be recognised by the 
Grand Lodge of England, and, having 
received full assurance that it is 
pledged to adhere to those principles 
of Freemasonry which we regard as 
fundamental and essential, I have joy- 
fully assented to the establishment of 
fraternal relations and the exchange 
of representatives. We are thus en- 
abled to celebrate the hundredth anni- 
versary of that Union which was the 
foundation of our solidarity and 
world-wide influence by the consum- 
mation of a wish which has been ar- 
dently cherished by English Freema- 
sons for many years past, and we are 
once more in the happy position of 
being able to enjoy Masonic inter- 
course with men of the great French 
nation. I trust that the bond thus 
established will strengthen and pro- 
mote the good understanding which 
exists outside of the sphere of Free- 
masonry. 

The Pro Grand Master, referring to 
the Grand Master’s Message, said: 
The happy announcement to which 
you have just listened has been made 
to you in the form of a Message from 
the Throne, in conformity with prece- 
dent, and in order to mark its great 
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Duke of Connaught 


importance. You will, I am sure, not 
aden it inappropriate thatIshouldadd 
afew words of explanation. The agree- 
ment with this newly-constituted 
body of French Freemasons is the re- 
sult of prolonged and difficult negotia- 
tions, in which two well-known Breth- 
ren have been devoted and skilful in- 
termediaries. It is no more than their 
due to mention their names, as they 
hold no official positions, and have 
done their work, not as a matter of 
duty, but from disinterested devotion 
to the Craft. They are Bro. Edward 
Roehrich, P.D.G.D.C., who plays so 
prominent a part in the work of the 
Anglo-Foreign Lodges in London, and 
Bro. Frederick J. W. Crowe, P.G. Org., 
to whose self-denial, no less than to 


the enterprise and generosity of other 

Brethren, we owe the proud possession 

of the valuable collection of docu- 

ments which are now being displayed 

in the library. The Lodge in France 

which took the lead in withstanding 

the prohibition of the Grand Orient 
is the Lodge “Le Centre des Amis,” 
of Paris, in which the guiding spirit 
has been Bro. Dr. de Ribaucourt. Bro. 
de Ribaucourt has been elected Grand 
Master of the newly-constituted Inde- 
pendent and regular Grand Lodge of 
France, to which we have good reason 
to expect that there will be many ac- 
cessions of Lodges all over France. 
The obligations which will be imposed 
on all Lodges under this new Consti- 
tution are the following: 
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1. While the Lodge is at work the 
V.S.L. will always be open. 

2. The ceremonies will be con- 
ducted in strict conformity with the 
ritual of the “Regime Rectifie,” which 
is followed by these Lodges, a ritual 
which was drawn up in 1778 and sanc- 
tioned in 1782, and with which the 
Duke of Kent was initiated in 1792. 

3. The Lodge will always be 
opened and be closed in the name of 
the G.A.O.U. All the summonses of 
the Order and of the Lodges will be 
printed with the symbols of the 
G.A.0.U. 


4. No religious or political discus- 
sion will be permitted in the Lodge. 

5. The Lodge, as such, will never 
take part officially in any political af- 
fair, but every individual Brother will 
preserve complete liberty of opinion 
and action. 

6. Only those Brethren who are 
recognised as true Brethren by the 
Grand Ledge of England will be re- 
“eived in Lodge. 

You will permit me, I am sure, to ex- 
press my own deep satisfaction that 


the deprivation of Masonic inter- 
course with Frenchmen in France, 
which has for so long caused us so 
much sadness. is now at an end. Now 
that there is a body «f Frenchmen, a 
hody which I do not doubt will grow 
very largely, who regard Freemason- 
ry from the same point of view as we 
do, we can look forward to a most 
desirable extension of the principal 
work which lies before us—namely, 
that of promoting good understanding 
and good will between nations by the 
fraternal intercourse of individual 
men of culture. I venture to think 
that no happier or more auspicious 
event could have coincided with the 
celebration of the Union which, ef- 
fected a hundred years ago by the 
mutual goodwill and concession of 
men of truly Masonic spirit, has re- 
sulted in ever-increasing prosperity 
and power. 

The Message from the Throne, and 
the amplification by the Pro Grand 
Master, were received with demon- 
strations of pleasure by Grand 
Lodge.” ‘ 


Robert Freke Gould Honored 


Robert Freke Gould 


T has always seemed strange to 
us that a Masonic scholar of 
the ability and prominence 

| of Robert Freke Gould should 
be unable to claim a Grand Lodge 
distinction higher than that of 

Past Senior Grand Deacon, a posi- 
tion cf honor and Masonic respec- 
tability in the United States but 
which the holder would hardly deem 

of sufficient importance to append to 
his name as a title of distinction. 


Apparently our brethren across the 
~vater move slowly but when they do 
move there is no question about the 
result. 

This is happily illustrated in the ac- 
tion of The Grand Lodge at its De- 
cember meeting in conferring the un- 
asual honor of “Past Grand Warden of 
England” on Brother Gould. The hon- 
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or is especially significant in the fact 
that it is made an incident of the 
“Centenary of the Union.” 

We quote from “The Freemason” 
the words of Pro. Grand Master Sir 
Edward Letchworth, who said: “The 
Grand Master (The Duke of ©on- 
naught) wishful to mark his sense of 
the importance and significance of the 
Centenary of the Union, decided that 
he could not do so in any better way 
than by singling out Bro. Robert 
Freke Gould for the highest honorary 
distinction which it is in his power 
to bestow. It is my privilege to ex- 
plain the reasons for this decision, 
and I am confident that they will meet 
with general approval and assent. 

“The Craft can now look back upen 
a hundred years of resistless progress 
and world-wide extension as a result 
of the great act of fraternal amity 
and mutual concession which estab- 
lished the United Grand Lodge of 
England. We owe our proud posses- 
sion of influence and honour, un- 
der the blessing of the G. A. O. U., to 
firm adherence to those fundamental 
principles which render our Associa- 
tion unassailable by any of the great 
causes of strife which divide mankind 
into many hostile camps on the fields 
of religious and political controversy. 
In short, we have maintained our ex- 
istence and reputation as a philosoph- 
ical society, of which the main pur- 
pose is the propagation of a system 
of pure morality. It has, therefore, 
seemed appropriate to the Grand 
Master that on this occasion special 
and conspicuous honour shovld be 
rendered to the intellectual side of 
Freemasonry, and there could be no 
doubt that the most worthy obiect of 
distinction was to be found in the per- 
son of Bro. Robert Freke Gould. 

“Tt is difficult to estimate how much 
Bro. Gould has done for Freemasonry, 
as the work of great thinkers is nec- 
cesserily less conspicuous than other 
achievements. It ean only be valued 
bv those who are themselves thinkers, 
and thinking men ere but a small 
leaven in-the great masses of those 
who take nart in any ereat movement, 
whether it be that of a Nation, a com- 
munity, a sect, or an association. For 


fifty-seven years Bro. Gould has been 
a Mason, and all that time he has 
worked unceasingly for the Craft 
without asking for, or expecting, any 
veward. Thirty-three years have 
passec since he was made a grand of- 
ficer, and his contentment with the 
position of senior grand deacon has 
been an example to which I would 
feign call the attention of those who 
are actuated by restless ambition. 
That Brother Gould has not been pro- 

moted is probably due to the fact that 

there has been no post exactly appro- 

priate to his merit and his ability. If 

we had the post of ‘Grand Archievest,’ 

which exists in many foreign grand 

lodges, it would long ago have been 

filled by Brother Gould, and if such 

an office should ever be created, as 

the result of a keener spirit of re- 

search into the intellectual and svecu- 

lative side of Freemasonry, Bro. 

Gould will always be regarded as the 

orototype of its incumbents and the 

ideal to which they ought to aspire. 


“The author of the monumental 
‘History of Freemasonry,’ a work 
which is known to Freemasons all 
over the world, and stands unrivaled, 
is no arm-chair historian. * * The 
writings, which are the fruit of his 
deep thought, have induced many to 
think, and some to write, and we owe 
it to him that there is a faithful rec- 
ord of that progress of Freemasonry 
in which for a hundred years this 
Grand Lodge has led the world. 


“In the name of the M. W. Grand 
Master, I beg Brother Gould to regard 
the title of Past Grand Warden of 
England, bestowed as it is on this 
occasion, as a token of the high esti- 
mation in which he is held by all 
Freemasons, and of gratitude for his 
unequalled services to the Craft.” 

The Pro Grand Master then in- 
vested Brother Gould, who was re- 
ceived with cheers three times re- 
peated. Brother Gould, in a few 
graceful sentences, expressed his 
thanks to the Pro Grand Master for 
the honour conferred upon him, and 
to the brethren assembled for the ex- 
feedingly hearty greetings accorded

Personal- 
ly he is genial and companionable, vig- 
orous, earnest and sympathetic, as we 
have said on a previous occasion “He is 
at the age when the impulses of youth 
are tempered by the experiences of 
manhood.” He is consequently in the 
class of safe Masonic counselors. He 
was made a Mason ‘in St. John’s Lodge 
of Newburyport in 1875, but demitted 
from that lodge in 1880 for the purpose 

of uniting with Columbian Lodge, Bos- 
ton. Te is a past high priest of St. 
autl’s R.A. Chapter: past thrice illus- 
trious master of Boston Council R 
and S masters; past commander of 
Boston Commandery, K, T.; past 
thrice potent master of Boston La- 


fayette Lodge of Perfection, Scottish 
Rite. He is also a 33° Mason of this 
rite. In the Grand Chapter he has 
served most acceptably as district 
deputy grand high priest and grand 
captain of the host. Besides these Ma- 
sonic bodies Companion Blake is a past 
potentate of Aleppo Temple, Mystic 
Shrine. In early life he entered the 
jewelry business and has always con- 
tinued in the same line. He is at the 
head of the firm of Kettell & Blake. 
He is highly regarded as a man of bus- 
iness andiis an important factor in mat- 
ters relating to the interests of his 
trade. 

G. Sidney Macfarlane, grand king, 
was born in Lynn, Mass., February 10, 
1869, son of John and Emily M. Mac- 
farlane, and is a lineal descendant of 
Governor William Bradford of Ply- 
mouth Colony and of Theophilus Eaton 
founder and first Governor of New 
Haven Colony. 

Raised in Golden Fleece Lodge, of 
Lynn, May 25, 1891 and served as 
Worshipful Master in 1899, 

Exalted in Sutton Royal Arch Chap- 
ter of Lynn, June 9, 1892 and served as 
High Priest in 1903 and 1904. 

Admitted to the Secret Vault in Sa- 
lem Council and served as Principal 
Conductor of the Work in 1 i 
ing to become the first Thrice Tllustri- 
ous Master of Zebulun Council at its 
organization, which position he filled 
in 1899 and 1900. 

In 1908 he was elected Grand Princi- 
pal Conductor of the Work. 

Knighted in and is now a member of 
Olivet Commandery No. 36 of T.ynn. 

Tn addition to the above he is a mem- 
ber of Vermont Consistory 32° Ancient 
and Accepted Scottish Rite, a com- 
panion of the Royal Order of Scotland 
and a member of Aleppo Temple. 
Nobles of the Mystic Shrine. 

Harry Emerson Bicknell, who has 
been elected Grand Scribe is the son 
of Luke Emerson Bicknell and TLucre- 
tia Tower Pierce, was born in \Wind- 
sor, Mass., on December 26, 1870. His 
parents shortly after moved to West 
Cummington, Mass., where he resided 
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until 1897. After his father’s death he 
succeeded to the business of conduct- 
ing a general store and Post Office un- 
til moving to Winsted, Conn., where he 
was in business for three years. He 
located in Northampton, Mass., jin 


‘March, 1900, where he has since been 


engaged in mercantile affairs. 

He was made a Master Mason in St. 
Andrews Lodge A. F. & A. M. at Win- 
sted, Conn. and Exalted as a Royal 
Arch Mason in Meridian Chapter same 
town. After moving to Northampton 
he joined Jerusalem Lodge A. F. & A. 
M. and Northampton Royal Arch 
Chapter. He received the Degrees of 
Royal and Select Masters in William 
Parsons Council and was made a 
Knights Templar in Northampton 
Commandery. Received Degrees of 


Scottish Rites in Springfield and Bos- 
ton Consistory to 32°. Served as High 
Priest of Northampton Chapter and 
Eminent Commander of Northampton 
Commandery. Is the present Thrice Il- 
lustrious Master of William Parsons 
Council of Royal and Select Masters. 
Was District Deputy Grand High 
Priest for the Sixth Capitular District 
in 1912 and 1913. Served as Worthy Pa- 
tron in Magnolia Chapter O. E. S. of 
Winsted and also of Bethlehem Chapter 
of Northampton. Is a member of Melha 
Temple A. A. O. N. M. S. of Spring- 
field. Belongs to the Odd Fellows, 
Knights Pythias, Elks, Sons of Vet- 
erans, Sons of American Revolution. 

He has been prominent in the busi- 
ness, social and political life of Hamp- 
shire County since a boy.

Companions—AIl 
ASONRY is a sort of benevolent 
monarchy, is it not? For 
wherever we travel seeking 
masters’ pay, Vineet due 
ast as craftsmen, or among the an~ 
aon Giblimites seeking the Cap 
Stone, or with philosopher’s lamp delv- 
ing in the Secret Vault, or fighting 
our way over the Persian Pass seek- 
ing the Temple, we meet Kings and 
Potentates and bow submissively to 
heir kindly sway. et 
’ T confess it was with some timidity 
that I ventured to accept your kind 
invitation tospeak toyou. Someof you 
I know very well, but I wish you would 
all witness to the fact that it 1s with 
all diffidence and much modesty that 
I, a very small chaplain presume to 
speak before this Most Illustrious 
gathering, for I recognize each of 
you not only as a Fellow Craft and 
able to so satisfy your conductor, put 
in each of you I discern in very truth 
the Illustrious King Solomon himself. 
My topic “Conservation,” is a many 
sided one, one capable of several in- 


terpretations ; one popular meaning of 
the term is, “take evérything in sight 
and hang on to it.” 

This in connection with the very 
earnest labors we have just been en- 
gaged in, reminds me of the story of 
the boy and the pudding, maybe 
you’ve heard this story. 

“Johnny passed up his plate for a 
third helping of his favorite pudding. 
Mother looked severely at him and re- 
marked, Johnny, a boy once burst eat- 
ing too much pudding. 

Johnny looked up with an incredu- 

lous look on his face and replied, No 
such thing Ma, as too much pudding 
there weren't boy enough to go round 
it.” Now companions this is a secret 
to be carefully guarded in the ninth 
arch—my good Bro. Bush, our Grand 
Chaplain and myself are always very 
abstemious eaters for we have to live 
down that wicked report that clergy- 
men have terrible appetites. The fact 
is Bro. Bush lives on Angel Cake, he 
is in the angel class and I live on 
Grape Nuts, they say that is good 
brain food. 
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Then there is a handicap too, you 
see my collar gives me away, and 
there is danger that you may think 
I am going to preach a sermon and 
wind up by passing the hat. 

You’ve heard the story of the dear 
old lady who couldn’t sleep? 

A clergyman was sent for in the 
middle of the night by one of his wom- 
en parishioners. 

“Well my good woman,” said he, “‘so 
you are ill and require the consola- 
tions of religion. What can I do for 
you?” 

“No,” replied the old lady, “I am 
only nervous and cannot sleep.”

Now companions, I have no desire 
to put you to sleep, rather on the con- 
trary, for I am very strongly con- 
vineed that we are falling far short 
of our tremendous opportunities, nay 
more, our duty.

So Masonry, rich in symbolism, lof- 
ty in ethical teaching, the warp and 
woof interlaced with scripture, is 
filled with tremendous potentialities 
for uplifting and ennobling every man 
who travels her mystic pathway. 

Man is a social being, where will he 
find better opportunity for the exer- 
cise of his social instincts. Every 
man is I believe at the bottom essen- 
tially reverent and religious. What 
thoughtful mind can be insensible to 
the deeper beauties spread before him 
in every degree? 

In these days of high tension in 
business and professional life, a man 
needs something refining and inspir- 
ing to turn to as a relaxation, and the 
temrle doors swing to his lightest 
tonch. 

Large accumulations of wealth. and 
combinations of capital, inevitably 


bring selfishness, and lack of sym- 
pathy. In trouble, or sorrow, want or 
difficulty, or time of stress, or dis- 
couragement, we reach out for sym- 
pathy, for some one in touch with us, 
whom we can trust, and the great 
heart of Masonic Fraternity envelopes 
us, and strengthened and uplifted and 
inspired we face the East raised again 
to full stature, our bodies erect, and 
step off on life’s level. 

Now, companions, you may say yes 
I agree fully with all this. Now I may 
be something of an idealist. 

I-am in earnest about this, I am 

chaplain of my Blue Lodge, my Chap- 
ter, my Council, seven hundred men, 
as fine fellows as you’ll find anywhere 
in the Craft. I love them, they are 
my Masonic parish, they love me. 
wouldn’t be their chaplain five min- 
utes if they did not. 
_ Ihave my vision, my work, which 
is, quietly, to get close to my boys, 
that I may inspire them with the 
vision of the great mission I believe 
our Ancient Institution has in the 
world. 

We go through our dignified sym- 
bolic ceremonies, we have our gather- 
ings and social banquets, but compan- 
ions the danger is in stopping there. 
They are but vehicles, means to an 
end. 

Not the verbal corrections of lec- 
tures, but the heart on fire behind the 
lectures, that the candidate may be 
stirred to his soul’s depths that as 
he listens he may see unfolded be- 
fore him the great philosophy of Ma- 
sonry, the great things of life, so put 
before him that unconsciously he will 
throw his shoulders back and look- 
ing steadfastlv the letter G. will fade 
and he will find himself gazing in 
hushed and breathless expectancy in- 
to the Great East at the rising of the 
sun in svlendor and strong in his ris- 
en manhood, he grasps his working 
tools and goes forth a better man. a 
hetter citizen, a better neighbor for he 
has eanght a gleam of the vision. Now 
T. J. M. and companions. I should like 
to sneak of the capitular work, its 
ereot power to enlarge the vision, its 
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great contribution to well-rounded 
Masonic character, but I hasten on to 
our especial interest tonight, the 
Cryptic Rite. - 

This I conceive to be the climax, the 
rounding out of symbolic Masonry. 

A study of the Cryptic necessari- 
ly includes a study of the Craft and 
Capitular, and so I feel that to you 
and to me as R and § Masters, is giv- 
en, I will not say the responsibility, 
but rather the glorious opportunity of 
showing to our brethren of the craft 
and to the profane outside, a well- 
rounded symmetrical character one 
that shall so reflect the graces and vir- 
tues that all may see that we have 
learned to use the working tools of 
our profession. 

We were told in a former degree 
that it is our duty to disseminate light 
and Masonie truth, and what is Ma- 
sonic light and truth? What is the 
basic principle of our system of Philo- 
sophy ? 

That man is to be an upright pillar, 
a pillar of symmetrical strength and 
peauty in God’s Great Temple of Life. 
Raised from darkness to full light 
and light spells opportunity and op- 
portunity crystallizes into responsi- 
bility and underlying all this is privi- 

e. 
ee conserve a thing is to so study, 
watch, mould, shape and guard it, as 
to multiply its potentiality, its power 
for good to the present and the future. 

Hence my topic “Conservation” 
brings before us in sharp antithesis, 
two phases of Masonry, one the so- 
cial, may I say the selfish side—, Ma- 
sonry as a carefully selected group 
of men mutually agreeable and con- 
genial for pleasant gatherings. 

This is important, we need this very 


element in our lives, but may we not 
use this phase as a means to another 
and far nobler side? 

Trained in the school of the Craft, 
exalted in the Royal Arch, our vision 
enlarged and perfected in the Sanc- 
tum Sanctorum before the Eternal 
Fire, may we make our great con- 
tribution to the uplifting of mankind. 

The sublime teachings of Masonry 
so often fall on dull ears, the render- 
ing of lectures of wonderful beauty of- 
ten lacks the ring of earnest, intelli- 
gent understanding and purpose. 

Could we ourselves first, get a larg- 
er vision of the tremendous power for 
uplift in the work. 

Could we but saturate our minds 
with the great truths our symbols 
represent, every step of the mystical 
journey from the challenge of the 
earnest neophyte at the door of the 
first degree, to the vision of the Glory 
of Israel in the Sanctum Sanctorum, 
would be pregnant with truth and 
fraught with possibilities for wonder- 
ful achievement in vast realms of 
thought and action. 


There are depths of Masonic Truth 
never yet fathomed. There are 
reaches in the Starry Canopy of Ma- 
sonic thought and beauty yet un- 
measured. The great throbbing heart 
of Masonic Fraternity outruns the 
finest stethoscope. 

The tremendous power of Masonry 
to uplift, to inspire, to energize, aye 
to crystallize into concrete, definite, 
positive action for the world’s better- 
ment is a bigger thing than we have 
ever dreamed of. 

And companions, we have been se- 
lected and trained to have a part in 
this great consummation.

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The Roman Catholic Church and . 
Freemasonry 


IT infrequently has our attention 
been called to the activity of the 
WW poten Catholic Church in its ef- 
orts to destroy or divert some of 

the established and revered measures 
of our civil ‘institutions which have 
been deemed essential to the de- 
velopment of an intelligent and loyal 
citizenship; and especially have Wwe 
been reminded of the hatred of the 
Church to Freemasonry. Regarding 
the latter we are reluctant to pay any 
particular attention; we feel that the 
Masonic Institution is large enough 
to ignore the barking of its angry but 
impotent foe. en 

The opposition of the Roman 
Church to Freemasonry is not new; for 
centuries it has denounced Freemasons 
and Freemasonry with Bulls and cleri- 
cal assaults, vindictive and false, and 
yet [Freemasonry has grown in num- 
pers and influence at an extraordinary 
pace. y 2 

The fact is plain the Church is show- 
its fear of Masonry and evidently 
sees in its enormous and still increas- 
ing membership a_ power that will 
surely defeat its efforts to muzzle jib- 
erty of opinion or make the United 
States a Roman Catholic nation. 

We do not object to any mans re- 
ligion and do not dislike that of the 
Roman Catholic if it would abstain 
from interfering with the political af- 
fairs of Governments. There never 
would have been any ill-will on the 
part of Freemasons toward the Roman 
church if it had not gone outside the 
field of its religious duties. “For near- 
ly two centuries,” as Grand Comman- 
der Richardson told the brethren of the 
Scottish Rite, “all know that periodi- 
cally the different heads of that church 
have issued Bulls and Papal decrees in 
violent denunciation of Masons and of 
the Order.” 

The Church alone is responsible for 
the ill-will, which, on its part, has cul- 


minated in bitter hatred and false and 
malicious statements regarding the 
character and work of lreemasonry. 
In the November and December issues 
of “The New Age” magazine the 
Roman Church in its relation to the 
Nation and to Freemasonry tis ad- 
mirably presented; the first is an im- 
portant part of the “Allocution” of 
Grand Commander James D. Richard- 
son, delivered at the opening session of 
the Supreme Council of the Scottish 
Rite of Freemasonry of the Southern 
Jurisdiction at Washington in October 
jast, which says of the attitude of I'ree- 
masonry towards the Church: “Ma- 
sonry has never denounced the Roman 
Catholic Church as a church or organ- 
ization. She has made her war against 
certain doctrines or tenets of that 
church—such, for instance, as her 
declaration in favor of the union of 
church and state, her edict in favor of 
the abolition of our ree School sys- 
tem, against her intolerance in religion 
and politics, and her intense opposition 
to free conscience, free thought, and 
free speech. But against Catholics as 
a church, or a body, or a sect, or a relig- 
ious organization, no war has ever 
been waged or hand uplifted by Free- 
masonry.” Concerning the purpose of 
the Church to become a controlling 
power jin civil as well as religious af- 
fairs in our country he says: “Masonry 
has set its face against that bold 
declaration from Rome ‘that America 
shall be made Catholic.” This resist- 
ance on the part of Masonry is not be- 
cause that particular church has made 
this boast for it would be the same 
if any other were to make it. 
To make America Catholic means, 
if it means anything, that the peculiar 
doctrine, faith, and dogma of that 
church are to be engrafted into our 
Constitution and Laws, that the 
Edicts, Decrees and Bulls of the Pope 
of Rome are to be Supreme in our

Republic, our Constitution and Laws 
to the contrary notwithstanding. It is 
not purely a church limiting itself to 
spiritual purposes and means, but ‘is a 
political as well as a religious organ- 
ization, interfering with the political 
affairs of the country, and assuming to 
dictate the political action of its mem- 
bers, what political opinion they shall 
entertain and how they shall vote on 
political questions. It is known and will 
not be denied that the infallibility of the 
Pope is the cardinal dogma and tenet 
ofthat Church. His decrees and edicts 
are to be obeyed regardless of all other 
laws, statutes or constitutions. The 
Constitution of our country guarantees 
liberty of conscience, and nothing can 
be dearer to Americans. The late Pope 
in an encyclical letter said. The ab- 
surd and erroneous doctrines or rav- 
ings in defence of liberty of conscience 
are a most pestilential error, a pest, of 
all others, most to be dreaded by a 
State. The same Pope anathematises 
those who assert the liberty of con- 
science and of religious worship, and 
of all those who maintain the liberty 
of the press, and the liberty of speech. 
One of the latest papal edicts declares 
it to be a duty to bend every effort, 
public, social and political “towards 
making this country the first Catholic 
country in the world. The claim is 
boldly made in the press that their car- 
dinals are princes, and have royal pre- 
cedence in our State and National 
functions. Our Vice-Presidents, Mem- 
bers of Presidential Cabinets, Supreme 
Court Judges, Senators and Represen- 
tatives of the people, Governors of 
States, and all other high officials in 
our Government must be pushed aside 
in order to give precedence to the car- 
dinal princes of the Church, mere rep- 
resentatives of a sect. Against such ar- 
rogant claims Masonry will be found 
in line with all the Protestant Churches 
and religious and patriotic societies of 
our land. It makes the intolerant 
claim that it fis the only true Christian 
church, and has always made such 
claim. This we might pass without 
notice, but when it asserts for its head 


temporal power and 
and enters into the political affairs of 
the country, its unwarranted assump- 
tions will be indignantly met and re- 


_sisted. No church or body of men un- 


der the guise of religion will be allowed 
to put forth such claims without the 
intense opposition of Freemason In 
the December ue of The New Age 
there are two articles referring to this 
subject, one of which, by [Editor 
Moore, makes a definite statement of 
the attitude of Freemasonry towards 
the Roman Catholic Church as under- 
stood by him. His article was prompt- 
ed by a complaint made by Wm. 
Muench, president of ‘Federation of 
German Catholic Societies,’ who says 
that “An old movement in a new gown, 
anew A. P. A. movement, a revival of 
the Know-Nothing spirit is rampant 
again in our countr Papers and pub- 
lications—have revived the old spirit 
of bigotry and are carrying on a cam- 
paign of calumny and_ vilification 
against the Catholic church, its priest> 
and sisters, which reminds one of the 
printed and spoken agitation of those 
troublous times in the last century 
when bigotry begot personal hatred 
and destroyed peace and mutual good 
will among men.” Near the end of 
his complaint he says: “May we ask 
you now to declare your attitude in 
your esteemed publication in the in- 
terest of peace and harmony ?” 


The reply of Brother Moore is a 
calm, clear and convincing statement, 
placing the blame for this condition of 
unrest where it belongs, namely on the 
“Roman Catholic Hierarehy—the Cler- 
icals’—who have been the “bitter ene- 
mies of Freemasonry since t 
Bull of Pope Clement was 
against the Society in 1738."—He says 
further: “We believe that the ‘Rigotry’ 
of which Mr. Muench complains has its 
origin in the political activity of the 
Roman Catholic clergy. the secret and 
other Roman Catholic Chureh socie- 
ties, and that the force and strength of 
the movement among the people ¢f 
this country is due to the strong he- 


lief: 


civil authority, 
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1. That no practical, consistent, 
Roman Catholic can be a_ true and 
loyal citizen of this Republic in case 
of a-conflict between the Power of our 
Government and that of the Pope of 
Rome. 

2. That the system of Governmeict 
of the Church of Rome is in direct con- 
flict with the principles on which our 
State Government and the Goyern- 
ment of the United States are based. 

3. The present Pope of Rome has 
denounced the separation of Church 
and State as a pernicious error, tnus 
denouncing one of the fundamentai 
principles on which our Government is 
based.” 

The well known policy of the Roman 
Catholic Church to have a trusty fol- 
lower wherever government secrets 
may be obtained is indicated in the 
following paragraphs. 

“The President of the United States, 
has provoked thousands of people be- 
cause he has appointed a Roman Cath- 
Olic and a Knight of Columbus to be 
his Private Secretary. 


We have heard Masons say that 
Tumulty is a very clever, affable man, 
and an efficient officer, but it is in the 
heads of many people that whenever 
any news is desired at the Vatican or 
to be gotten into the hands of the 
Roman Catholic Priesthood it will g# 
through Mr. Tumulty’s hands under a 
safe conduct! This may be wholly pre- 
judice, but so it goes. It was said thar 
thousands of letters went to the Presi 
dent protesting against the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Tumulty, but without ef- 
fect. When the President and the 
Secretary of State selected a Roman

First Worshipful Master of Union Lodge, Dorchester, Mass. 


By Samuel Crowell, M. D., Past Master of Union Lodge;

OR. BRO. EBENEZER WITH- 
INGTON, was a soldier of the 
wj American Revolution and the 
Y first Master (1796) of Union 
Lodge of Dorchester, Massachusetts. 

The history of this brother is 
doubtless typical of many of the colo- 
nial Masons of his time; descending 
from that sturdy race of men who 
crossed the ocean for conscience’s 
sake, felled the forests, fought the 
indians, endured privations and final- 
ly established an independent govern- 
ment in the western world. 

The first generation of Withing- 
tons in America, was Elder Henry 
Withington and his wife Elizabeth 
who came from England to Dor- 
chester, Mass., in the ship “Mary and 
John” in 1635.* He was one of the 
seven to sign the covenant (1636) of 
the First church of Dorchester, now 
located on Meeting House Hill, of 
wpich Richard Mather was then min- 
ister. 

Henry Withington was rulin ler 
of this church for thirty ee 
was part owner in the first iron fur- 
nace in America. His will No. 60 is 
on file in Boston. He died February 
12, 1666, aged 79 years. :

that he tape this place, as a matter of history, it might be of interest to remember, 
hat the “Mary and John” was one of seventeen ships that sailed for America in 1629-30. 

This ship sailed from Plymouth, England, Ma-ch 20, 1629-30 and arrived off Nantasket May 

30, 1630. There were 140 Puritans on the ship, gathered for the most part from Devon, 


Dorset and Somersetshire. 


A church organization was formed then and there, and has 


continued to this day, and is known to-day as the First Parish Church of Dorchester, on 
Meeting House Hill (Parish Records.) This church has furnished many Masons to Union 
Lodge. Prominent among them was one of their ministers, the Rev. Thaddeus Mason 
Harris, D.D., who was chaplain of Union and also of the Grand Lodge of Masons in 


Massachusetts.

Wor. Bro. Ebenezer Withington 
kept a diary in which was recorded 


the events of the fighting that took 
place at Lexington, Concord, Bunker 
Hill, the skirmishes about Boston and 
at Dorchester Heights. 

He was in Lieut. Hopestill Hall’s 
second Dorchester Regt. of Artillery 
which marched to the Lexington 
Alarm on April 19, 1775. 

He served in the Continental Army 
for three years in Gen. Knox’s Regt. 
of Artillery and was present at the 
pattle of White Plains. 

When the Corner Stone was laid 
by Union Lodge for a new church edi- 
fice for the First Church of Dorches- 
ter on’ Meeting House Hill in 1816, 
Wor. Bro. Withington was the bear- 
er of the corn during the ceremony. 

He held the position of Coroner for 
Norfolk County for 27 years. : 

Wor. Bro. Withington was twice 
married. First to Betsey Baker who 
died April 14, 1777 and second to 
Mary, daughter of Edward and Mary 
(Payson) Preston, Feb. 29, 1780. 
They are both buried in the Edward 
and Daniel Preston tomb, now sealed 
up, in the Dorchester North Burying 
Place. On this tomb No. 11, there 
has been placed a marker by the Mass. 
Soc., Sons of the American Revolu- 
tion to commemorate and to identify 
the spot. ) 

The following is copied from the 
Revolutionary Rolls of Mass., Arch- 
ives. 

“Bbenezer Withington, Dorchester, 
private, Lieut. Hopestill Hall’s (2d 
Dorchester) Co. of Militia, which 
marched on the alarm of April, 1775 
service 9 days. ‘ 

Private in Capt. Lemuel Clapp’s Co., 
enlisted May 11, 1779; discharged 
Aug. 10, 1779; Also same company ; 
enlisted Aug. 11, 1779; discharged 
Oct. 31, 1779; service 2 mo’s. 21 days, 
also same co.; enlisted Feb. 1, 1780, 
service 83 months; also same co.; and 
detachment; enlisted Aug. 1, 1780, 
discharged Oct. 16, 1780; service 2 
months, 16 days; above service from 
May 11, 1779, with detachment of 
guards, under Major Nathaniel 
Hearte at request of George Hearte, 
stationed at Dorchester Heights. 


An Interesting Discovery 


IN Belfast, Ireland, a well-known 

brother has made an interest- 
wey ing discovery, in the finding of 
BSsS3 two old Masonic lodge banners, 
one of Lodge No. 205, and another 
Lodge No. 465; on the rolls of the 
Grand Lodge of Ireland, the banner 
of Lodge No. 205 is dated February 
7, 1749, and bears upon it the sym- 
bols of the Craft, Royal Arch, 
Knights Templar and Rose Croix, 
18th degree. : 

Jn the year 1749 Lodge No. 205 was 
with the 35th Regiment and was 
transferred to Moy, County of Ty- 
rone; they met in Newry, County of 
Down, from 1818 to 1830, and was 
transferred to Enniskellen in 1814, 
where it still continues. 

The banner of Lodge No. 465 is 
dated 1769, and is painted on both 
sides. P Photographs of both banners 
are being prepared and will be inter- 
esting to Masonic antiquarians. The 
finding of the banner of Lodge No. 
205, will show that the Irish lodges 
worked the Templar degrees, like 
those of the Arch degree, the earliest 
of any Masonic bodies in the British 
Tales. 

he dates of the Royal Arch bein 
1743, in Lodge No. 21, of Sache 


County Cork, and Lodge No. 205, in 
the 35th Regiment, now of Ennis- 
killen, the Templar degree in 1749. 
Both were degrees of Stuart Masonry, 
and were brought to Ireland from 
France and to America by the Irish 
lodges, as was also the Rose Croix, 
18th degree. 


The Rose Croix degrees were in- 
troduced into Ireland about 1765, by a 
French professor named Zimmerman 
and his assistant was named Laurens. 


They founded a chapter in Dublin 
and it was from this Dublin chapter 
that John Mitchell received author- 
ity to work the Rose Croix and Tem- 
plar degrees at Charleston, S. C., 
about 1770, or a little later. 

The Irish lodges that were most 
prominent in spreading these degrees 
in America were No. 227, in the 46th 
Regiment, No. 351 in the 18th Regi- 
ment, No. 322 in the 29th Regiment, 
and No. 243 in the 59th. In Philadel- 
phia they founded a Royal Arch 
Lodge, and in Boston in 1769 they 
assisted in founding St. Andrew’s 
Royal Arch Lodge, whose officers 
were from Irish Lodge No. 322, in the 
29th Regiment.—W. G. Davis in Ma- 
son Token.
